<0 Two copies of photograph.—A candidate must sub¬ 
mit two identical copies of his recent passport size 
(5 cm. x 7 cm. approx.) photograph, one of which 
should be pasted on the first page of the applica- 
tion form and the other copv on the Attendance 
Sheet in the space provided therein. Each copy 
of the photograph should be signed in ink on the 
fiom by the candidate. 

Candidates ate warned that if an application is 
not accompanied by copies of photograph, it will 
be refected and no appeal against its rejection will 
be entertained 


5. The fact that an application form has been supplied on 
a certain date will not be accepted aa an excuse for Lhe late 
submission of an application.
